Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or 
after an Office action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 
(Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible for continued examination

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
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said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

5. Claims 31 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over John et al., US 4,341,952, and Fiteetal, US 5,513,169. 

As for claims 31 and 32, John teaches an optical disk and method for its 
manufacture (Abstract: laser disk), comprising, a data zone for recording 
information readable by light radiation (col. 2 lines 37-55: the regions denoted by 
elements 9 and 11 of fig. 2 encode information related to the data stored on the 
disk), a track of spiral shape (col. 3 lines 15-20), a barcode pattern formed on the 
track (col. 2 lines 53-55: the arrangement and width of the pattern formed by the 
tracks forms the barcode, therefore the barcode is formed "on" the tracks). John 
does not teach the barcode being formed by a laser. However Fite does teach 
this feature (col. 5 lines 9-25). Therefore it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill ion the art at the time of the invention to incorporate this feature into 
the system of John. It would have been desirable to do so as this would allow for 
more precise positioning of the tracks forming the barcode pattern on the disk.
